Financial Statement. 


] E wish to et plainly before our readers a $statement 
WwW of our financial condition at the present/time, and 
make clear some facts that may not have been understood. 
By referring. to the last Annual Report it will be seen that 
the receipts for the general work to April 1, 1896, were 
$34.113.31. Of this amount, however, $3,104.44 was des- 
ignated for the Girls' Boarding School in Mexico City 
and not available for | our . work. $5,735.50 was also 
designated for special gifts for Spelman Seminary and 
Mather School, which we -could not use at all, such 
as Slater Fund for industrial work, relief work, etc. 
So we received of available funds from the churches 
and bequests $25,273.37. Of this &xum we had pledged 
for teachers' salaries, $23,000. By again referring to 
the Annual Report” you will sce that the year beginning 
April 1, 1895, we had a balance left over-from the previous 
year of $8,538.30. We were thus enabled to carry forward 
our work with comparative ease, during the months of May, 
June, July, August, and September, when no money comes 
into our treasury, and thus meet our obligations from month

to month during the year ending March 31, 1895. We 
then came out free from debt, it is true, but with no bal- 
ance, and our heaviest expenses come in April, May, June, 
and September. We were without money to meet these 
bills, and we called for a vacation offering, Nobly our 
churches responded, but $800 would not meet our obli 
tions. We were compelled to borrow money. We cut 
down our appropriations for the year, although pleading 
calls came to us from needy fields. Our financial condition 
is as follows:< To meet our obligations we must have 
before April 1, 1897, $13,426:72. In addition to this our 
debt of $7,576 must be paid. - In order to keep and remain 
free from debt we must have, at least, $7,000 balance to 
complete the work of the school year ; therefore, the months 
of December, January, February, and March, we must have, 
for the general work, $27,002.72, and for Alaska, $2,706, 
making a total of $29,708.72. Remember we have not the 
Middle States' to draw! upon, we have only the Baptist 
women of the six New England States. We urge upon obr 
sisters praperful consideration of our needs.”

WE opened school the second Monday in October, We 
have a larger enrolment this - session than ever. More 
grown people come in than ever before. We have up to 
date about $sixty pupils and forty-five boarders, and yet they 
come. We thought the dry spell would cut us off, but not 
$0. The Lord has been good to us, We are greatly 
grieved about the death of one of our students, which 
occurred about thirty miles from here. When asked why 
they killed 'him, they $aid they were tired of his going 
about dressed up; with an umbrella over him, They burnt 


. the church and schoothouse where he taught on Friday, 


and shot him on Saturday, He had been with as eight 
years; he came here a poor boy. He had worked his way 
through school ahd would have graduated this sessivn. 
He was a great church and Sunday school worker. He 
had a calling to the ministry, He was teaching-in a'com- 
munity of lawless whites. They did not want him there 


instructing the colored children, and the way they had to 


get ri of him was to kill him. He was, shot by five of 
them in the month of August. It gives us $0, much. cons0- 
lation that he was a Christian gentleman. He was one of 
the best men that lived. Our students 'seem not to be 
discouraged, but are giving it all up into the hands of the 
good Lord, who will punish the wicked. The students 
Seem to have a brighter determination to do something for 
the people, and above all for God. The little ones seem 
to x i a missionary Spirit Fn in their hearts.

AFTER a long, weary waiting in this * Poco fiempo” land 
for our buildings to be put in proper shape, our school 
opened November 16th, with thirty pupils in attendance the 
first day.

5panish and English from the Bible, and joining s heartily 
in the singing. They want to sing in English, and we $0 
much want fifty Gospel Hymns, Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4, of 
which we have only six copiess We have the Spanish 
hymn-books. Some of the young women ex- 
pressed a gdesire this week *to learn to sing 
by note,” 4nd just as soon as Mr. Rishel can 
find the tiche he expects to do a great deal with 
them -in Singing. 

Many of the parents visit the school, not once 
only, hut often, join in the singing, and take the 
deepest interest in all the work.

During this carnival there is a ger 
eral masquerade — every one $0 disposed dons a mask about 
eight o'clock every evening until midnight. This is an old 
Russian custom and is intended to represent the hunting for 
the Saviour by the men sent out by Herod to kill all the chi! 
dren of Bethlebem two years old and younger. At Kodiak, 
the Russians have another custom at Christmas time. They 
gather #party for three nights in succession, and go from 
house to house. The leader carries a large star which is 
made to. revolve, and at either side of the star stands a 
torch-bearer. The whole party sings for some minutes, 
and then they say © Pris” nickcum ” (prisnick is a heliday). 
a treat or money.

343,267 Immigrants Landed This Year. 

HE commissioner general of © immigration in his 

annual report shows that during the fiscal . year the 
arrivals of immigrants in this country aggregated 343,267, 
of whom 340,468 were landed and 2,799 were debarred and 
deported at the expense: of the various steamship lines by 
which they came. "The amount of money brought into the 
country by immigrants was at least $4,917,317, and prob- 
ably was largely in excess of those figures. The statistics 
at hand, the commissioner states, do not justify the con- 
clusion that our alien population is growing in undue- pro- 
portions. . A comparison of the figures for the 'past year 


((343,267) with the average annual immigration for the pre- 


ceding ten fiscal years. (435,085) discloses a decrease of 
91,818, or over twenty-one per cent.

Prevalent Godleaness. Northern and Central California 
had among their early settlers a very large percentage of 
the baser elements, and the persistence of this type 
appears in the _condition. of things t6-day. General Mis 
$ionary Latourette $ays that there is one $aloon to every 
ninety-five of the population. that they flourish along the

Suicides yearly; that lews than three per cent. of the 
native sons of California are members of any Protestant 
church, and that religious work is indescribably difficult.

Struggling in Weaknew. Perhaps no section of the coun- 
try has suffered more severely from business derangements 
and depression than Western Washington. General Mis- 
sionary Proper has heroically held the fort against many 
dixcouragements. It is hoped a brighter day will soon 
dawn. Out of seventy-<eight churches, only ten are able to 
Support pastors all . the time, unaided, and the country 
churches generally are $0 far apart that but seldom can 
two or more be served by one minister.

Hung Chang passed through it was a bedlam of huge fire- 
crackers, exploding by scores and hundreds simultaneously

«econd or third-story windows. The ordinary racket of our 
\merican Fourth of July was utterly insignificant beside

To the Chinese themselves, as to many others, objects of 
special interest then, as always, were the Chinese children 
on the window balronies. The New York Times has 
zleaned Some interesting facts about these little yellow 
folks, from which it appears that all the Chinese parents 
are wealthy; that the Chinese infant is the « baby aristo- 
crat” of that iILfavored section of lower New York; that 
the interiors of their homes are decorated in Chinese ele- 
gance, and that when a boy is born he become sthe recipi- 
ent of presents from all the friends of the family, and the 
little chap is clothed | in silken gowns from his birth, their 
number and varied hues increasing with his years. Just 
before he reaches his fifth year, his father makes a great 
feast for him, to which many guests are invited ; and then, 
although his head has been $haved many times at home, 
he is taken to a barber for the first formal affair of- this 
Sort, when his queue js Started. Birthdays, however, are not 
celebrated as with us until a man advances in years, when 
" birthday gifts become more and more valuable. Li Hung 
Chang's first question to many of his visitors was, * How 
old} are you?” There are ten or twelve Chinese boys and 
Several girls in Chinatown. Several of these are in Chris 
tian missions in the city and are $aid to be very docile and
